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Claims 14-32 are allowed over the prior art of record and in light of applicants' 
arguments. 

The amendment filed on 06/15/05 has been entered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although http, 
SMTP, and POPS protocols or processors are well known in the art, the prior art of 
record fails to specifically recite the particular use of the combination of a first interface 
that is controlled in accordance with a http protocol while the second interface is 
controlled in accordance with a SMTP protocol. Similarly, SMTP processor controls 
communication with the Internet facsimile apparatus and http processor controls 
communication with the server. Furthermore, a processor produces command data for 
the server based upon e-mail data received from the Internet facsimile apparatus and a 
communicator that transmits the command data produced by the processor and the 
email data received from the Internet facsimile apparatus to the server under the control 
of the http processor. 

All the other claims contain similar languages with a slight variation of specific 
protocols and/or processors.
